1 . Claims 1 -4, 6-9, 1 2-1 5, 1 7-1 8, 21 -25, 28, and 32-58 are allowed. 
Claims 5, 10-11,16, 19-20, 26-27, and 29-31 have been canceled due to the 
amendment filed on 9/10/08. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The allowablility of the independent claims resides, at least in part, in that closest prior 
art of record Cochran et al. (US 6,848,841) does not disclose or suggest, alone or in 
combination, wherein a bending of each of said plurality of optical communication 
channels is limited by a predetermined radius of curvature; wherein crossing angle of 
two of said plurality of optical communication channels crossing in the same plane is 
90° or within a predetermined deviation from 90°; wherein maximum two optical 
communication channels cross in a single crossing point, wherein a distance between 
two crossing points is above a predetermined value, and wherein beyond the crossing 
point, a distance between two of said " plurality of optical communication channels is 
above a predetermined spacing, in combination with the other elements and features of 
the claimed invention.
